Budapest Trial

THE POLITICAL weapon of the Com- 
munist trial has now been directed 
against a new target—the target of a 
small gfoup of western businessmen still 
trying to carry on work in eastern Eur 
ope This is something fresh. Since 
1946, the Weapon has been used to anni- 
hilate opppsition political parties in the 
Satellite states of the Soviet bloc, to 
undermine the influence of the Catholic 
and Protestant Churches, and to elimi 
nate those leading Communists who 
wanted some measure of independence 
from Moscow.

Under the Canadian constitution 
provinces are responsible for enforcing 
the Criminal Code of Canada and any 
of their own laws, and must maintain 
and finance a police force for that pur 
pose. In cities and towns a municipal 
police force assumes most of the duties 
of the provincial force, and in addition 
it must enforce the municipa] laws. But 
federal statutes, including the Opium 
and Narcotics Drug Act (which is sep- 
arate from the Criminal Code) and 
including such matters as immigration, 
customs, etc., must be policed by a federal! 
force, the R.C.M.P. ; 

No agreement ¢can--absolve urban 
municipalities of their police responsi- 
bilities, nor can any agreement absolve 
the provinces of theirs. 

But the R.C.M.P., being in the busi 
ness of operating a police force, can 
hire itself out to do police work for any 
other government, municipal or federal.
